1 . The applicant's response (filed 29 MAR 06) to the Office Action has been 
entered. Following the entry of the claim amendment(s), Claim(s) 51-74, 76 and 78-96 
is/are pending. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from the previous office 
action are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are either newly 
applied or reiterated. They constitute the complete set presently being applied to the 
instant application. 



35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
may form the basis for rejections set forth in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in 
a printed publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the 
applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of 
this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the 
United States and was published under Article 21 (2) of such treaty in the English language, 
or 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 



3. The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
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Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claim Rejections under 35 USC § 102 

4. Claim(s) 93 and 95 is/are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated 
by Devauxet al. (1987). 

Devaux et al. teach a method as recited in Claims 93 and 95. Devaux et 
al. teach five monoclonal antibodies which inhibited the enzymatic degardation of DNA 
by Staphylococcus aureus nuclease to varying degrees. However, when mixed together 
the five Mabs were able to completely block the enzymatic degardation of DNA by 
Staphylococcus aureus nuclease (i.e. Micrococcal nuclease). 

Please note that, absent a showing to the contrary, the nuclease (i.e. the 
extracellular nuclease derived from Staylococcus auerus having a molecular weight of 
16,500 which catalyzes the cleavage of single stranded DNA and RNA) taught by 
Devaux et al. is Micrococcal nuclease. In support of this position the examier provides 
pages from the Worthington Biochemicals web site which teaches some of the 
properties of Micrococcal nuclease. 

Response to applicant's Amendment and/or Arguments 

5. In light of the applicant's claim amendments and the arguments presented in the 
paper(s) filed 03 MAR 06 and/or 29 MAR 06, Claims 51 -74, 76, and 78-79 are deemed 
to be allowable. 

Furthermore new Claims 80-92, 94 and 96 are deemed to be allowable over the 
prior art of record. 
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Conclusion 



6. Claim(s) 51-74, 76, 78-92, 94 and 96 is/are allowable while Claim(s) 93 and 95 
is/are rejected and/or objected to for the reason (s) set forth above.
